CHURCH STEEPLES 


And the Ancient Mountain Psak 
Shrinss of tho Storm Qod* 

There is a theory which finds the 
^rtre of the New England meeting 
house In the mountain peaks of Ara¬ 
bia, 

Tracing back the process of evolu¬ 
tion, we come first to London, where 
the dean sweep of the great fire gave 
Sir Christopher Wren his opportunity 
go experiment in steeples, and then 
Venice, where the campanile is a shin¬ 
ing qxample of a tower beside a 
church, but separate from it, and then 
to Alexandria, where the famous light¬ 
house on the Isle of Pharos contrlbut- 
*4 to tbs religion of Mohammed both 
ths form and the name of the minaret, 
and then to the tower of Babel at 
Boralppa and the xikkurats of the 
temples of Babylonia and Assyria. A 
xikkurat Is a huge quadrangular mass 
of brick, rising In diminishing stories— 
aa a child places a big block on the 
floor and puts a smaller one on it and 
on that a smaller still—and ascended 
by a winding bainstrated stair to a 
shrine on top. ' 

This, according to the theory, was 
tbs ritual equivalent of a mountain. 

Into tbs flat lands between the Tigris 
and Euphrates cams the ancestors of 
tho Babylonians and Assyrians out of 
the mountains of Arabia. There they 
had worshipped the storm god, who 
dwelt upon the heights among the 
elsoda, with whom they communed, 
like Moses, by climbing up and making 
thstr offerings and saying their pray¬ 
ers upon the summit. And because 
there were no mountains In their new 
country they erected beside every tem¬ 
ple a little mountain In the yard. 
Thus the zlkkurat, and then ths min¬ 
aret; and then ths campanile and then 
the steeple of the parish church.—

For Bridge Enthusiasts.i 
We have grown used to having a pad 
for the telephone to which a pencil Is 
fastened by a flexible chain. Now ap¬ 
pears an invention that will appeal to 
ths distracted hostess—a bridge score 
with pencil leashed to it. 

This consists of a leather pad with 
comers like those need on a blotter, 
under which the bridge tablet is easily 
slipped for frequent removal. Alt the 
top of the pad la a brass or nickel 
standard, with chain attachment for 
the pencil. It is so flexible that the 
pencil can be used at any angle, yet 
springs into place when not needed. 

Any one who knows the trick pencils 
have of getting lost at critical mo¬ 
ments will appreciate this convenience.
